NORTH CAROLINA TO SPEND 
$50,000,000 FOR HIGHWAYS 
The state of North Carolina which has been 
to the forefront of development the past several 
years, has taken another advanced step ?ay* the 
Birmingham Age-Herald. A bond issue of $50,- 
000,000 has been authorized under the state road 
law recently enacted by the legislature for the 
construction and maintenance of 5,500 miles of 
hard-surfaced and other roads, $10,000,000 to be 
issued annually unless progress of construction 
calls for more.

The Carolina road funds will be secured in the 
same manner as was contemplated under the# Alar 
bam a highway amendment, namely from a tax 
on automobiles, but Carolina has added a tax of 
one cent a gallon on gasoline.

lish of a fort at Bayhrook at the 
mouth of the river. The Cam­ 
bridge people, under the leader 
ship of their pastor, Hooker, \ 
founded Hartford, the Dorches­

For a few 
years they remained a part of 
Massachusetts, but early In 1030 
the pimple of these three towns 
met and drew up a written con­ 
stitution and agreed to govern 
themselves.
